.i-The condition' also is exceedingly, 
common in women between 40 and 50, 
artfl is associated with the changes that 
occur in the woman'of that age. As 
this type of anemia develops, the pa- 
tiart is likely to have sallow complex- 
ion, dry skin, and occasionally pain- 
ful'cracks around the corners of the 
mouth. Not infrequently, too, the 
tongue becomes red and sore, and the 
fingernails crack easily.

" h e iron treatment usually is given 


k long periods of time. It is well 


to have it prescribed by a doctor, since 
there are many forms of iron daptaable 
to different types of cases. 


A fairly well-balanced diet, with 


plenty of meats, such as liver and kid- 
neys, vegetables, and. fresh fruits, is 
especially important in these cases. 


Some people have a little difficulty 


with their digestion when they take 
iron, but usually this trouble is tem- 
porary and the condition improves 
promptly after a few days. 


Anemias o fthis type fortunately are 


seldom, if ever, fatal. The condition 
is usually discovered promtply be- 
jause of the appearance and activities 
of the person affected, and the treat- 
ment is so definte that any competent 
doctor can secure prompt improvement 
if the patient will co-operate. 


In addition to this type of anemia, 


there are also deficiencies of the blood 
which result fro minfection with hook- 
worm, disturbances of digestive func- 
tions, ulcers, cancers, and other con- 
ditions in which there may be a steady 
loss of blood, accompanied by intoxi- 
cation. 


In all these cases, the treatment must 


be applied not only to the anemia, but 
also to the complicating factor of dis-

'In January they 
hop into bathing suits and frisk around 
the edges of chilly pools. 


Throughout the year they're con- 


stantly on call for "stunt" pictures. 
They must pose with animals, birds, 
freakish inventions, minor celebrities, 
p. ize babies, swordfish, and visiting 
winners of movie essay contests. 


Toby Was Tops 


Most publicity pictures are known 


indelicately, but practically, as "leg 
art." For this sort of thing, Toby 
Wing was the champion "stock girl" 
of all Hollywood history. The appear- 
ed in only a few bit parts in movies, 
but her face and figure were known 
the nation over in thousands of print- 
ed pictures.

Perhaps one of the most striking 


angle;; is the way in which the story 
emphasizes the unconventionally of 
Jesus, and the extent lo which He 
disregarded well-established codes and 
customs of His day that were out of ac- 
cord with reality.

Him on this ground, and Jesus had lo 
defend His free and common-sense 
practice against the formal rules and 
regulations with which tradition had 
curbed the mind and the spirit.

practice in the western world. II was

NEW YORK—For the first time in 


halt a century, a new style of balk- 
Hfte billards will be played in this 
country tht week of January 25-30. 
•when Jake Schaefer and Willie Hoppe 
meet Sn a match game in Chicago. 


It is the 71.2 game which has been 


played in Europe the past five years, 
but which will be known here as 28.2. 
the 28 meaning inches in comparison to 
the 7|> which is centimeters. 


Balkline is a handicap game originat- 


ed to forestall long and tedious runs by 
masters. Such experts as Frank Ives, 
the elder Jake Schaefer. and their 
contemporaries 
compiled 
runs at 


straight billiards unto the thousands. 
which consumed monotonous hours. 


Then 14.2 balkline came into vogue. 


A line was drawn 14 inches from each 
rail, dividing the table into nine spaces. 
In all of these spaces, except the 
center, a player was allowed to make 
only two shots, with both object balls 
in that space. On the second shot he 
was required to drive one of the ob- 
ject balls across a line. 


This broke up the rail and corner 


nurse. It forced more driving of at 
least one object ball, hence increased 
the possibilities of error and placed 
a greater premium on control. 


As the 14-inch game became less 


difficult for the stars, who perfected 
, 


a nurse along the line, the handicap ' 
was increased. The lines were moved 
out 18 inches from the rail. Also the 
one shot in balk, which became known 
as the 18.1 game, was evolved. This 
meant that if both object balls resided 
in any space except the center court, 
one had to be driven across the line 


> on the first shot. 


New Style is 30 Per Cent More 


Difficult Than 18.1 


Players found the 18.1 game about 30 


per cent more difficult than the 18.2. 
Those capable of runs of 200 at 18.2 
saw their best efforts lowered to ap- 
proximately 140. 


The 28.2 game is considered 30 per 


cent more difficult than the 18.1, which 
means that a player's stay at the table 
is decreased correspondingly. 


There are only four balk spaces, 


created by drawing a line down the 
center and across the middle of the 
table. 
This eliminates the center free space, 


•where a player could make any num- 
ber of shots without driving a ball 
across a line. 


It increases the width of the spaces 


j. to 28 iitches and the length to almost 


twice that With two shots permked in 
each balk space, he player must drive 
at at least one of the object balls across 
a line. As the lines are much farther 
apart than in the 18.2 or 18.1 game, 
there are more long drives, which de- 
mand more accuracy. 


The 28.2 or 1\2 game revived in- 


terest in balkline in Europe. It has 
almost entirely supplanted the 18-inch 
style. 
It is believed that the story will be 


the same in this country, where balk- 
line has fallen to its lowest depth be- 
cause of the quicker action and result- 
ant popularity of three-cushion bil- 
liards. 


The less intircate design of 28.2 make 


that game much easier for the spectator 
to understand when a player is called 
upon to drive a ball out of balk. The 
severer handicap abbreviates stays at 
the table to an even large extent than 
the 18.1 style, thereby changing the 
complexion of play more frequently. 


Match Seen as Forerunner of 


World 28.2 Tournament 


No finer exponents of the more dif- 


ficult 28.2 style could be found than 
Schaefer and Hoppe, whrf have dem- 
uiated billiard play in America for 
the last three decades, 


For 11 years or longer, Hoppe was 


supreme throughout the world at any 
style of balkline. Some years hack, 
Schaefer supplanted Hoppe at 18.2. He 
established records unheard of before 
he heached his peak. Hoppe still is the 
recognized champion at 18.1. Because 
of his unerring open table play, none 
can say that any living player is cap- 
able of debating him at this style. 


Welker Cochran and Eric Hagen- 


lacher, also former world champion at 
18.2, undoubtedly will take up 28.2. 


As the American leaders become 


more proficient, it is expected that the 
foremost balkline kings of the other 
side, including Roger Conti of France, 
European titleholder at 28.2, or 71.2. as 
it is called there, will come to the 
United States for a world tournament, 
thus recalling bygone days when this 
country was the center of interna- 
tional blakline competition.
